DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-44 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does not 
teach in combination with the other limitation of the independent claim a control 
interface program operationally interacting with the conventional information handling 
system, said control interface program being operationally coupled to the sump pump 
through the conventional information handling system, said control interface program 
being operationally coupled to said level sensing assembly through the conventional 
information handling system, said control interface program activating the sump pump 
when said level sensing assembly signals that water in the sump pit has reached a 
predetermined level; and at least one local sensor that detects water level outside the 
sump pit.
